A defire to fupport a party often obtains the cha- 
ratier and anfwers the end of patriotifm. 
UBLIC affairs proceed with moft alacri- 

p ty and fuccefs, when a confiderable de- 
gree of party fpirit prevails, Though it 
may be carried to fuch excefs as to overthrow 
a government, yet fome portion of it is ne- 
ceffary to give vigour to public meafures. 
There is in moft men fuch a temper of ' felt- 
ifhnefs as will induce them to couteract the 
welfare of the community. This is too 
ftubborn to be controled merely by a fenfe 
of duty. Itcan therefore only te managed 
by caufes more energetic than itfelf. In this 
view I am induced to believe, that party fpi- 
rit may opperate as a remedy againft thote 
private prejudices, perfonal caprices, and lo- 
cal attachments, that combine to impede the 
national profperity. 

When the leading characters of a country 
are divided into two parties, each of which 
has {ome common views or feelings to cement 
them, it produces a concert of meafures, 
which is often beneficial to the community. 
One party fome times predominates, which, 
from a turn in affairs, yields afterwards to 
the predominancy of the other. But which- 
ever of them has the afcendency, the fpirit of 
party ftill invigorates the actions of both. 
By this means, confiderations, merely priv- 
ate, are obforbed by a regard to party-inte- 
refts, which frequently affume the name of 
patriotifm. In a public affembly, compofed 
of individuals who felt no party attachments, 
the debates would take a defultory turn and 
feem to be directed to no obje&. Perfonal 
vanity or whim would tempt the fpeakers to 
come forward with new and fingular propo- 
fitions, and there would be no common prin- 
ciple to check their irregularities. 
be like tkirmifhing at random, where every 
man difcharges his fire at fuch a mark as his 
fancy fuggefts, or perhaps at no mark at all. 
But in a public affembly where there are two 
determined parties, the abilities of the fpeak- 
ers act in concert and are direéted to a com- 
mon center. This combination of talents 
affurds an able difcuffion of fubjects, while 
each fide expofes the errors,that the other at- 
tempts to inculcate. 

There are not now, in the United States, 
any eftablifhed parties in government, who 
uniformly take fides, in important queftions, 
The ditin&ion of whig and tory does not ex- 
ift with fo much force, as materially to affec& 
political arrangements, The mercantile and 
landed interefts have not fuch a decided op-

federal and antifederal chara@ters are at fo 


great variance in opinions, that they may bel 


confidered as eftablifhed parties in govern- 
ment.

Amidh the varying foenes of lifes 
What pungent pains arife, 
What heaps of troubles, care and frrife, 
Where-e re we turn our eyes.

HERE is not perhaps a more hackney- 
ed topic of declamation among men 
than the evils incident to human life, the fuf- 
ferings infeperable from the lot of every one 
that entereth the world: and though a great 
diverfity of opinion ufually prevails on evc- 
ry other topic, yet in this the gentleman and 
the raftic, che philofopher and the fimple- 
ton, the divine and the reprobate, are gener- 
ally found co agree. An old adage fays, 
benefits are engraven on fand, and injuries upon 
marble + if it applies in the prefent cafe at all, 
it argues, that the kind difpenfations of pro- 
vidence make but flight impreffions on our 
minds, while thofe that we deem difaftrous 
are ftampt with indelible characters. We 
ponder over them with a kind of melanchol- 
ly fatistation, augmeating their horrors by 
the gloom of our prefent feelings, and avert- 
ing our view from thofe cheering profpetts, 
with which a beneficent Supetintendant en- 
livens the moft melancholly fcenes. 

I have been led, mefits. Printers, to in- 
dulge a melancholly frame, however unphi- 
Jofophical and fioful, many times.

refolution, as the ground of the qua- 
lification of a citizen to vote for reprefent- 
atives, and to enjoy all the advantages of an 
active citizen. 

‘© The national affembly confidering chat 
they are obliged to eftablifh fome conditions 
as eafy to fulfil as poffible ; thatit is not by 
the price of works in art, naturally fubject 
to much variation, but on that of the til- 
lage of the earth, chat the price-ought to be 
fixed ; and, therefore, they declare proyi- 
fionally, that in fixing the daily price of la- 
hour, neceffary to became an active citizen, 
they muft not exceed twenty fols, without 
pretending on this account to change the 
fuperior prices now laid on, which may be 
paid for fuch labor in different provinces.” 

When they finthhed their labors, M. Ra- 
band de St, Etienne made a {plendid fpeech. 

‘¢ All Frenchmen have already perceive 
jed,” faid he, “the utility of the divifion of 
the kingdom, and nothing can be a greater 
eulogy on the nation and the age—nothing 
can more demonftrably prove the afcendancy 
of reafon in the minds of a people filled 
with patriotif{m and intelligency, than the u- 
niverfal adhefion of all parts of che empire 
to this great and general reform. It is in 
confequence of that quick difcerament, of 
that profound fagacity which feems to take 
the place of inftiné&t, and which has lately
